VANDALISM IN PUBLIC PARKS, 
PLAYGROUNDS AND SCHOOLS 
by Brenda Pemberton 

Many of us who read this article 
will most likely say, n Of course 
there is a lot of vandalism! So 
what? Just talking about it won't 
help, and anyway, how am I going 
to help?” You are probably right 
in feeling that talking won't help, 
but now it is time that some of us 
should discuss this problem. We 
know that vandalism is wanton de¬ 
struction of public property, and 
we see this when we go to public 
parks and playgrounds. However, 
how many of us realize that we 
pay about $200,000 a year, out of 
our own pockets to repair this 
damage and the price is going up 
each year. 

Let's look and note some of the 
every day things that we see and 
don't realize are acts of vandalism. 
Have you ever walked through 
Prospect Park and noticed that 
every time you turn around there's 
a patrol car passing? Did you 
also notice that the flowers weren't 
so nice as they were last year and 
some are not even there? Remem¬ 
ber when you went to your neigh¬ 
borhood playground and couldn't 
play ball because the equipment 
was damaged or stolen?, These 
are examples of vandalism which 
are mostly done by our younger 
people -- children and*teenagers . 

I, myself, haven't seen too 
much vandalism in schools, but I

"The hospital seemed immense 
to me -- not just the building, but 
the work going on inside. Each 
person -- doctor, nurse, orderly, 
waitress, or nurse's aide -- had a 
special duty. Each of these duties 
combined to make a smoothly 
running hospital." 

"The * second and third week I 
worked on the pediatric floor. 
Here I came in contact with chil r 
dren suffering from pneumonia, 
rheumatic fever, sprains, disloca¬ 
tions, fractures and kidney condi¬ 
tions. I gave bedbaths, cleaned 
units, sterilized articles, and did 
general work on the floor." 

"I think the most wonderful day 
of my six weeks stay was the 
chance I had to see a new life being 
born into the world. It was alto¬ 
gether different from what I had 

expected-a small room, one 

-table, many lights, and a crib for 
the new arrival. I'm an old cry 
baby so I stood there with tears 
streaming down my face. I guess 
it was because a few days earlier, 
I had witnessed an autopsy and the 
reality of life and death was a 
little startling ." 

"When my work was completed 
I usually practiced taking blood 
pressure. This was one of the 
most difficult procedures for me. 
Whenever I had a free moment I 
would practice so that I could im¬ 
prove my skill." 

do know that some students do 
litter the halls and throw food on 
the stairways. These things cause 
accidents which may prove to be 
very serious. We, the student 
body, should strive to correct this 
in our school. 

However, you, the public, 
should also think about this and 
see if you can find some way of 
preventing vandalism. Many will 
say, "Make the parents responsible 
and let them pay the fines." But 
all the parents aren't responsible. 
Many teach their children right 
from wrong, but children are in¬ 
fluenced by leaders who have not 
been correctly taught.

MEET THE T. B. FIGHTERS 
by Lois Hart and Audrey Saunders 

Tuberculosis costs the Ameri¬ 
can people about $725,000,000 
year -- enough to build 150 new 
high schools. Every year, ap¬ 
proximately 3,000 Americans are 
stricken with this disease . 

There are many T . B. Fighters 
in the world today. Scientists, 
members of the Tuberculosis As¬ 
sociation, doctors, nurses, and 
volunteers each help in different 
ways. 

In laboratories, scientists are 
constantly looking for new disco¬ 
veries which will help to combat 
this disease. Doctors and nurses 
also aid in fighting the disease by 
giving their patients recently dis 
covered medicines which will help 
them to a speedy recovery. Drugs 
like streptomycin, penicillin and 
others are used. Kings County 
Hospital has a building which spe¬ 
cializes in the care of Tubercu 
losis. The Tuberculosis Associa 
tion has an X-Ray car which goes 
around to take X-Ray pictures free 
of charge on the lower East Side 
of Manhattan and in Harlem. They 
have volunteers who drive the car 
for them, while others help to set 
up the machine. We also have vo¬ 
lunteers in Europe who are teach¬ 
ing those people about T. B. This 
is done through the U. N. The 
program against T.B. was started 
in 1948 with the help of the Armed 
Forces. 

The symptoms of tuberculosis 
may be different in each case. 
Here are a few: fever, night 
sweats, loss of weight, malaise 
and expectoration (or blood spit¬ 
ting) may occur. 

In some people it runs a rapid 
fatal course because of lowered 
body resistance. Bed rest, next 
to drugs, is one of the most im¬ 
portant therapies to combat the 
disease. 

A word to the wise: 

1. Never exercise to the 

point of fatigue. 

2. Ideal foods should be ap¬ 

petizing and contain 
enough nutrition, 

3. Eat your meals at regu¬ 

lar hours; watch your 
diet.

In the past ten years we have 
learned more about T.B. than we 
have ever known before. The ac¬ 
tive cases among college students 
have dropped sharply. More than 
2,000 students entering school 
were given T.B. *patch tests and 
chest X-Rays. In the Clara Barton 
V. H. S., 347 girls in the ninth 
and tenth grades were given the 
HEAF test on November 13, 1958. 

To insure better health for 
your family, yourself, friends and 
neighbors, remind them to get 
yearly chest X-Rays . Support the 
work of your local T.B. Associa¬ 
tion by volunteering your services 
in its health program. Buy Christ¬ 
mas seals and join in the fight 
against T.B. Perhaps some day 
the scourge of T.B. will disappear 
from the list of man'i germ de¬ 
stroyers .
